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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that The Examiner is also 
correct that Nagashima et at. does not disclose that the bistable semiconductor waveguide device could be replaced by a laser on this 
feedback configuration nor there being a controller arranged to generate a current control signal in dependence on the feedback signal". 
However, the Examinees statement in the rejection of claim 8 of 5 May 2004 was that the bistable semiconductor device is not a laser in 
the feedback configuration; the Examiner did not state that Nagashima et aL do not disclose that the bistable semiconductor device in the 
feedback configuration could be replaced by a laser. Further, the applicant states that "the Examiner essentially argues that it would 
have been obvious for the skilled artisan to replace the semiconductor waveleguide device in the feedback configuration with a laser 
device, and to route the feedback signal to a controller on the injection current level for the laser". However, this does not represent the 
combination argued by the Examiner. The combination argued by the Examiner is not a laser from Nagashima et al. fig. 2, being 
substituted for the bistable semidcondutor device in the configuration of Nagashima et al. fig. 9, but rather the bistable device feedback 
teaching of Nagashima et al. of fig. 9 being applied to the configuration of Nagashima et al. fig. 2, where the teaching of the figure 9 
configuration is feedback for a bistable semiconductor device, and where applying the teaching of bistable semiconductor feedback from 
fig. 9 to the already present laser and bias control in the figure 2 configuration would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the 
time of the invention. 
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
